COUNCIL leaders have con¬ 
demned the actions of vandals who 
defaced a major memorial to brave 
Southend residents who lost their 
lives in the two world wars. 

Leader of the council Ron 
Woodley said the Southend 
Cenotaph is a significant monu¬ 
ment which is part of the history of 
the town. 

Cllr Woodley said: “It stands in 
continual tribute to the men and 
women in our borough who made 
the supreme sacrifice and shows 
they will never ever be forgotten. 

“The people who have so reck¬ 
lessly damaged it have shown mas¬ 
sive disrespect - not just to the fam¬ 
ilies of those honoured by this 
memorial - but to everyone with 
relatives who laid down their lives 
in the service of their country. 

“We are horrified that this ugly 
graffiti has scarred our Cenotaph, 
just weeks away from 


Remembrance Sunday. 

“It is even more tragic that the 
vandals have struck just as the 
Cenotaph was undergoing conser¬ 
vation works to coincide with the 
centenary of the start of the First 
World War. 

“This was specially planned to 
ensure it would be preserved in the 
best possible condition for many 
generations to come. 

“We have contacted police about 
this act of destruction and will do 
our utmost to make sure those 
responsible for such a despicable 
act will be brought to justice. 

“The tag is clearly visible, so I 
would urge anyone that recognises 
it or knows who did this to report it 
to police. 

“In the meantime, this graffiti 
will be swiftly removed and the 
Cenotaph renovation programme 
will continue ready for 
Remembrance Sunday.”

Fake police officer cons woman out of £5,000 


A WOMAN has had more than £5,000 
stolen from her by a bogus police offi¬ 
cer. 

Essex Police has now released an efit 
(see far right) of a man who went to 
her home posing as a courier for the 
police to pick up money. 

The incident is one of the latest in a 
series of crimes in which mainly elderly 
or vulnerable people are targeted and 
tricked into revealing their bank details 
or handing over large sums of cash. 


A man posing as a Met Police officer 
phoned the woman, who was in her 
60s, on Monday, September 8, and said 
that thieves had infiltrated her bank 
account. 

He said as part of the investigation 
the woman should give police her bank 
cards, PINs and also cash for forensic 
examination. 

The suspect pictured in the efit was 
then sent to pick up the cards from the 
woman’s home. 


He also took £1,800 in cash, claim¬ 
ing it was needed for forensic investi¬ 
gation. 

The woman was then contacted the 
next day by the man claiming to be the 
officer the day before asking for anoth¬ 
er £1,800. 

The same courier was sent around to 
pick up all of the money. 

Investigating officer DC Jon Holden 
said the crime was appalling.

“The patients have been really positive about the 
sky lights and said it’s nice to show that we are think¬ 
ing of them.” 

The installation may not have happened without 
the help of members of Thames Mouth Fodge. 

Member Peter Scott said every few years funds are 
raised to donate to a chosen cause. 

He said: “We approached the charitable arm of 
Southend Hospital and offered our help. 

“They suggested installing sky ceilings in the 
radiotherapy department, which appealed to our 
members, especially as some have had cancer. 

“If the patients and hospital are happy, that’s the 
most important thing - then it is money well spent.” 

Due to the positive response from patients, the 
radiotherapy department hopes to install more sky 
ceilings in other parts of the department, including 
motion skylights with moving palm trees and par¬ 
rots.

Extra cash to 
tackle flood risk 

FLOOD-HIT Canvey is to get an extra £500,000 
to help prevent the devastation wreaked on the 
island in July from happening again. 

Then a freak storm left four inches of rainfall 
in an hour-and-a-half and flooded more than 200 
homes, streets were awash and cars submerged 
as drains and gulleys could not cope. Water 
could not soak away. Essex County Council is 
paying the cash to clean gullies twice a year so 
rainwater can flow freely into drains. 

Canvey councillor Ray Howard, also a member 
of the regional flood forum, welcomed the news. 

“Although no drainage system could have coped 
with the July storm, this money will help us make 
sure our drainage system is the best it can be.” 

Cllr Dave Blackwell, who leads Canvey Island 
Independent Party, said: “It’s good news we are 
getting more money, but there is a great deal more 
to do. 

County council leader David Finch said: “This 
year alone our support for flood recovery and 
prevention on Canvey is moe than £600,000. 
That is a sign of our commitment to alleviating 
the trauma and inconvenience that flooding 
causes.” 

The county council has provided more than 
£120,000 in rebates to people who had to leave 
their homes because of the flooding on July 20.

He said: “Despite taking bank cards and PINs

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Hospitals and private firm 
in pathology services deal 


A PARTNERSHIP to secure routine pathology 
services at two hospitals has been launched. 

Basildon and Thurrock University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust and Southend University 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust have formed a 
joint venture with private laboratory Integrated 
Pathology Partnerships (iPP). 

The new service will keep pathology services 
local to both hospitals to ensure an efficient ser¬ 
vice for patients who require tests to find out the 
nature of their illnesses. 

The collaboration will also deliver investment 
in new equipment and see urgent and routine 
work separated to ensure high-priority patients 
get results quicker. 

A new central hub will be built to process and 
report routine work, including tests requested by 


GPs and from outpatient clinics. 

There will also be two 24-hour rapid response 
laboratories on each hospital site to cover urgent 
tests in the accident and emergency departments. 

In a joint statement, Basildon Hospital chief 
executive, Clare Panniker, and Southend 
Hospital chief executive Jacqueline Totterdell, 
said the venture would secure local pathology 
services for the future. 

They said: “Combining our experience with 
iPP expertise in large scale clinical laboratory 
operations means that we will be delivering one 
of the most innovative and efficient pathology 
services in Britain.” 

The service will continue to be lead by consul¬ 
tant pathologists, while the new hub laboratory 
will be completed by autumn 2015.

Parking 
precedence 
out of order 

"QUIS custodiet ipsos cus¬ 
todies If the cops are guilty 
of wrongdoing, who will run 
them? 

The issue arrises from 
arrangements made by the 
council to regulate parking in 
the hospital area. They have two 
different traffic regulation 
orders (TROs), and in doing so 
they must comply with a 
Department for Transport 
requirement to give fair treat¬ 
ment to those competeing for 
kerb space. 

Under pressure from peti¬ 
tions made by residents, the 
council gave precedence to 
parking by residents. Visitors 
to the hospital received short 
shrift. Such precedence was a 
breach of Section 87 of the 
Traffic Management Act. 

The drafting of the TROs 
was a disgrace. If a resident no 
longer required a parking per¬ 
mit for which he had paid £15, 
he could seek a refund. The 
TRO very generously provided 
a refund of £21750. 

The council became aware in 
July 2012 that the TROs had 
failed to include necessary 
legal authority, for the collec¬ 
tion of parking charges. At this 
stage the council should have 
called a halt to the collection 
of parking charges and reme¬ 
died the TRO defects. It did 
not do so and continued to col¬ 
lect parking charges without 


legal authority, so that by April 
2014 the total sum collected 
unlawfully exceeded £204,000. 

Section 2 of the Fraud Act 
applies to someone who has 
dishonestly made a gain by 
misrepresentation. The police 
have a duty to investigate such 
matters and take whatever 
action may be necessary. 

Faced with a misbegotten 
sum of £204,000, they should 
have leapt at the chance. At 
first they were quite enthusias¬ 
tic at holding the council to 
account, but following the 
receipt of misleading informa¬ 
tion from the council, they 
decided not to pursue the 
question of fraud because of 
the difficulty of identifying 
individual parking payments. 
Such reason does not appear to 
be a mitigating factor in the 
fraud act. So what should be 
done now. It is not open to the 
council o continue with a TRO 
that results in breach of sec¬ 
tion 87 of the Traffic 
Management act. There is also 
a problem with double yellow 
lines which do not conform to 
statutory requirements. Back 
to the drawing board. 

In keeping with DFT 
requirements, a fresh start is 
needed for those taking chil¬ 
dren to local schools.

black hole in its budget is 
shocking but hardly surprising.

The UK has sold arms to 
Bahrain, Libya, Saudi Arabia 
and many other repressive 
regimes around the world.

In July, the Parliamentary

Michelangelo and Raphael 
began life in the mid-1980s 
as an irreverent comic book 
and rapidly spawned an ani¬ 
mated TV series, a trilogy of 
films and a dizzying array of 
merchandise. 

Turtle power has endured 
to the present day, including 
a computer-animated series 
on Nickelodeon. 

It's no surprise then that 
Jonathan Liebesman, director 
of Wrath Of The Titans, has 
resurrected the heroes in a 
half-shell for the big screen. 

Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles is an outlandish, 
action-heavy romp that 
remains faithful to earlier 
incarnations, condensing the 
characters' back-story into a 
snazzy comic book-style 
opening sequence. 

Die-hard fans will enjoy the 
heavy whiff of nostalgia, but 
if Liebesman was hoping to 
indoctrinate a new genera¬ 
tion, he has cowabungled it. 

His film is incredibly violent, 
albeit bloodless, reducing 
two very young boys in my 
screening to distressed 
screams. 

The lack of spilt blood is 
preposterous, especially 
when the turtles face chief 
villain Shredder, who sports 
armour festooned with 
blades. 

Razor sharp projectiles

scythe through the air but 
miraculously don't nick flesh. 

Shredder by name but not 
by nefarious nature. 

Leonardo (Pete Ploszek, 
voiced by Johnny Knoxville), 
Raphael (Alan Ritchson), 
Michelangelo (Noel Fisher) 
and Donatello (Jeremy 
Howard) grow up in the 
sewers of New York City. 

They flourish under rat men¬ 
tor Splinter (Danny 
Woodburn, voiced by Tony 
Shalhoub), who teaches 
Ninjitsu to his surrogate sons. 

During one of the turtles' 
sorties above ground, 
Channel 6 news reporter 
April O'Neil (Megan Fox) 
glimpses the crime-fighters, 
who are preparing for war 
with hulking terrorist 
Shredder (Tohoru 
Masamune) and his army, 
the Foot Clan. 

Leonardo, Raphael, 
Michelangelo and Donatello 
fear exposure so they track 
down April and spirit her to 
their subterranean lair. 

"It's our Fortress Of 
Solitude, our Hogwarts, our 
Xavier's Academy," whispers 
Donatello, piling on the pop 
culture references. 

Once April learns of the 
turtles' noble quest to 
destroy Shredder, she 
pledges her allegiance and 
ropes in wisecracking cam¬ 
eraman, Vern (Will Arnett), 
and prominent businessman 
Eric Sacks (William Fichtner), 
who has publicly declared 
war on the Foot Clan in a 
televised speech.

Thus Mikey has a pen¬ 
chant for cat videos on the 
internet and the three 
scriptwriters shoe-horn ver¬ 
bal references to films and 
TV shows with abandon: 
"Maybe she's a Jedi," whis¬ 
pers Mikey after April reveals 
she knows Splinter's name 
without an introduction. 

The turtles are rendered

Q. The Autumn’s a good time to move, right? 

A. Probably one of the commonest questions 
estate agents get asked is “Is this a good time to 
put our home on the market?” It tends to crop up 
just around now, shortly after Christmas, and in the 
run-up to Easter.. And, not surprisingly, it is 
generally followed a few weeks later by a closely- 
related question: “Is it worth putting our home on the market now, or should we wait until 
next (September/New Year/Easter)?” 

Why is this? Well, these are the three times of year when the property market is 
traditionally said to be at its most active, and not surprisingly, people want to surf that 
expected wave of buyer interest. 

But does this really stand up to scrutiny? 

Well, let’s take the autumn. September and early October do indeed normally enjoy quite 
an increase in property market activity. For many of us, this is a time of new beginnings, 
with people moving to new jobs, etc, while for those who are planning to move, it’s 
natural to want to have it all done and dusted in time for Christmas, and before the worst 
of the winter weather makes the thought of moving house thoroughly daunting. 

Similar, though different, cases can equally well be made for the post-Christmas and 
Easter periods. As with autumn, there is some logic to both of them. But, does this 
necessarily make any of them a particularly “good” time to put your home on the 
market? 

Actually, timing is generally less important than you might think. For one thing, if it were 
that simple, we’d all be property millionaires! But in any case, you need to remember 
that the balance between supply and demand in the property market is largely self- 
adjusting - by which I simply mean that other things being equal, large numbers of 
hopeful buyers will automatically tend to attract large numbers of equally hopeful sellers. 
The simple fact is that if your property is well-presented and well-priced, it stands just 
as much chance of selling during the summer holidays as it does in Autumn - or the New 
Year, or at Easter. So, my advice is always the same: forget about trying to read the 
runes, and just move when it suits you. 

Or, to put it another way, there’s no time like the present...!

Landlord Question 

When I take a deposit and a tenant moves out what will be allowed 
to be fair wear and tear and not deducted from the deposit? 

Think Property Answer 

Fair wear and tear means making an allowance for: - 

1. the original age, quality and condition of any item at 
commencement of the tenancy 

2 . the average useful lifespan to value ratio (depreciation) of the item 

3. the reasonable expected usage of such an item 

4. the number and type of occupants in the property 

5. the length of the tenant’s occupancy 

We'd say that there several points to make in addition to this very 
helpful guidance. Generally, you’re not going to be able to claim for 
the full cost of replacing an item but merely a contribution towards 
its repair or replacement. Secondly, the type of tenant you have taken 
on makes a difference. So, if you’ve let the property to parents with 
kids or students, people with pets or smokers and that was 
recognized in the agreement, then you can’t penalize tenants for 
behaving as anyone would reasonably expect them to. 

Dealing with delicate edge-cases is a skilful balancing act. But try and 
be fair. Don’t be a quibbler. Don’t forget, your time is valuable too. If 
you spend several weeks, numerous phone calls and not a little stress 
quibbling over £50, then you’re onto a loser

Volvo’s new vision 
for driving safety

VOLVO has taken one of 
the final steps towards real¬ 
ising its vision that by 2020, 
no one should be killed or 
seriously injured in a new 
Volvo car. 

It comes via the develop¬ 
ment of a new safety feature 
that locates collision-free 
escape routes. 

In December, the four-year 
Non-Hit Car and Truck pro¬ 
ject will draw to a close, leav¬ 
ing as its principal achieve¬ 
ment the development of 
new sensor fusion technolo¬ 
gies that provide a 360- 
degree view around a car. 

A Swedish collaboration 
between academia, various 
institutions and industry, the 
Non-Hit Car and Truck pro¬ 
ject has focused on reduc¬ 
ing accident risks for both 
passenger cars and com¬ 
mercial vehicles. 

And one of its challenges 
was to build a detection 
system out of a number of 
discreet sensors installed 
around the car - something 
that's never before been 
accomplished. 

It meant developing a sen¬ 
sor framework to enable 
technologies like cameras,

radar and GPS to share 
information efficiently. 

The 360-degree view is 
enhanced by something 
called a manoeuvre genera¬ 
tor, a new safety feature 
that uses software to identi¬ 
fy collision-free escape 
routes in traffic. 

The system, which works 
by constantly analysing 
threats around the car, can 
even assist drivers with 
auto-braking and steering. 

Project manager Anders 
Almevad said: “Volvo Cars is 
definitely on the front line 
when it comes to innovative 
active safety research and 
development.

THE ‘curse’ of the Manager of the 
Month Award struck as Phil Brown’s 
Shrimpers suffered defeat at the 
newly-promoted Hatters on Saturday. 

Having lost to Morecambe the pre¬ 
vious weekend, and with Brown hav¬ 
ing collected his award, he was let 
down by sloppiness at the back, as the 
Hatters bagged maximum points, 
from Alex Lawless and Mark Cullen 
first-half strikes. 

Despite a bright start with Shaquile 
Coulthirst and Kevan Hurst causing 
the improving Luton problems down 
the flanks, it was poor defending that 
allowed Scott Griffiths a clear path to 
find the unmarked Lawless, who net¬ 
ted with a fine chip on 17 minutes. 

Southend went totally ‘flat’ there¬ 


after, but it took a misplaced Cian 
Bolger pass after 33 minutes to Andy 
Drury, who played in Cullen, to make 
no mistake from the edge of the box. 

In what had been an instantly for¬ 
gettable opening half, only Hurst 
forced Town’s Mark Tyler into fum¬ 
bling a wayward cross over his own 
bar to safety. 

Later, admitting he had made mis¬ 
take by omitting the livewire, Jack 
Payne from the starting line-up, 
Brown withdrew the ineffective 
Coulthirst. 

Payne revelling in a seemingly 
‘free’ role, almost - instantly - 
reduced the arrears, but the under¬ 
worked Tyler was quick to react and 
bravely saved at the schemer’s feet. 

Southend at least enjoyed a good 
15-minute spell, but with the cushion 
of a two-goal lead, Luton packed their 
defence and the Shrimpers were 
restricted to long-range efforts. 


An always competitive game 
reached boiling point when skipper 
John White appeared to be impeded 
taking a routine 70th minute throw- 
in.

Brown admitted: “It was a bad day 
at the office but, no excuses, the men¬ 
tality of the team wasn’t right toda.

“But, it was the manner in which we 
played in the first-half - full stop. We 
needed nous and experience out there 
today in front of nine thousand peo¬ 
ple. 

“I think I made a mistake in leaving 
out Jack Payne and, yes, he was a 
dangerman and, yes, he did look like 
getting us a goal in the opening fif¬ 
teen minutes of the second-half, but 
the damage was done. 

“We must give great credit to Luton 


Town. They’re up there on merit - 
that’s four on the bounce they’ve won.
